Their patriotic spirit In this 
matter has been worthy of all praise 
and has shown them playing a moet 
admirable and gratifying part In the 
full mobilization of the reaourcea of 
the country. To a very greatly In- 
creased production of wheat they have 
idded an increased production of al- 
most every other important grain, so 
that our granaries are likely to over- 
flow, and the anxiety of the nations 
irrayed sgainat Germany with regard 
to their food supply has been relieved.

When we stop to think, we know that it is not tv.eiit>-one billions 
of dollars which our government wants ultimately, hut twenty billion 
dollars' worth of commodities anil service. Our national income does not 
consist of forty-five or fifty billions of dollars of gold, silver and paper, 
hut of that many dollars' worth of wheat, lumber, minerals, clothing, 
automobiles etc There are less than five billions of actual gold, silver 
and pajHT dollars in existence in the Tinted States. These dollars are 
the counters in terms of which the real things are measured and by means 
of which thev are exchanged more easily. For our present purpose* to 
have gold or silver or paper is not to have anything of value in itself, 
but merely to have a claim upon real things for which it can be exchanged. 
It is obvious thai our government needs money in order that it mny 
exchange it for men and commodities, for it is with these that it mint 
furht the fJerman militarv forces. It is obvious, also, that it must have 
those men and commodities now. Munitions of IfM and men not yet 
born cannot he hurled against the enemy's lines. The burden of furnish- 
ing all of these things must be assumed now; it cannot be put off till 
the future. 

If we could Uirrow from other nations, we might fight the war with 
what they loaned to us ami we ourselves go ahead consuming what we 
produce, as we have been doing before the war. In that ease, we could 
shift the paying of them— that is, the burden of the war, to the future. 
But there are no other nations who can lend to us at this time, we our- 
selves must raise an army, equip it and keep it supplied. Not only must 
all of this be done at home, but in addition we must help to feed and equip 
our allies. None of this can 1* left to the future. 

Of course the next generation will be injured because of thia war. 
Billions of dollars' worth of labor and food and steel and other materials 
that are now absolutely destroyed in w%r are diverted from the construc- 
tion of railroads, irrigation systems, manufacturing plants, improved 
na 's. bom s, all of which might have aided our descendants and made 
their lues fuller and happier. If a man's property is destroyed, his chil- 
dren roi-eivo an impaired heritage; Isith he and they suffer. Our descend- 
ants must suffer in this fash'on bNMM much of their patrimony is being 
destroyed. But their sacrifice in the future cannot relieve our present 
Mental by one jot or one tittle. We cannot, as a nation, p..stpone our 
burden if we would, nor can the future help ua. Then why delude our- 
selves with flunking that it can?

Blowing Wells. 

What are known ns blowing well* 
tire not at nil uncommon, although In 
some localities they are called "breath- 
ing," "sucking." "weather" or "hnrom- 
eter" well*. The I'nlted States geologi- 
cal survey finds that In nearly every 
well of thnt kind the blowing and 
sucking occur alternately; that Is, at 
certain times the current Is outward, 
and at Intervening periods inward. The 
phenomena are caused hy difference* 
In atmospheric or barometric pressure. 
The necessary conditions seem to be 
a porous stratum of soil, such as snnd- 
stone, gravel or porou* limestone, only 
partly saturated with water, and over- 
laid by some Impervious substance such 
as shale or clay. So long as the at- 
mospheric pressure Is high, the air Is 
driven Into the well, where It collect* 
In the upper part of the 
turn above the water level, 
pressure drops, the air flows out with 
considerable force, and In so doing pro- 
duces what Is known as "blowing." 
The blowing usually occurs during 
storm periods or when the wind Is In 
a certain direction or during certain 
period* of the day. In 
marsh gus or oil or rock gas i 
a similar blowing effect.

In 
hot dry weather, it is' a good prac- 
tice to give frequent shallow cul- 
tivation for this same reason. 

The soil is a storehouse of plant 
food, but much of this food is in a 
form which the plant cannot readi- 
ly use. Plant- require their food in 
the form of soup. In other words, 
the plant food substances in the soil 
must undergo certain changes and 
be dissolved in the soil moisture be- 
l,.re the plant can u-o them. Fre- 
quent cultivation tends to hasten 
this process hy breaking up soil 
particles into smaller parts, hold- 
ing moisture in the soil to dissolve 
the food substances, and by making 
the soil porous so that the air can 
enter to play its part in making the 
soil elements available.

In bis 
first letter to the Corinthians Paul, re- 
ferring to the man who speaks for thai, 
gives warning that hla speech must not 
tie like a trumpet that gives an uncer- 
tain sound. Far heller Is It that a man 
Is at once recognized us speaking 
against the truth than that he is so un- 
certain In Ida mes»age that the needy 
soul does not know whether there la 

anything In the » -h for him or not. 

The Indefinite!.. - of much of iji. ■ re- 
ligious teaching of toduy Is a promi- 
nent characteristic of It. Jeaua Cbriat 
waa never mlsunderaiiHid aa to nam's 
belief anil life. The message of 
"Hilly" Sunday, or Gypsy Smith, Is not 
misunderstood. 

In the second place the message 
should be sound In the sense that It Is 
ID accordance with the accepted belief 
,.f the Christian centuries. There 
have been alterations from the truth 
at practically every polut. yet the ag- 
gregate of Chrlatlan belief la trust- 
worthy and cannot be misunderstood. 
The confusion of the present day is 
universally acknowledged, but fifty 
years ago this confusion did not exlat.
